Sombrvili.e, N. J., Feb. 8. — Hound 
Brook Thursday nijflit experienced the 
most dreadful calamity in ite exist- 
' ence. It was swept by both fire and 
flood. The water from the Karitan 
rifer ran through the streets of the 
village and at I o'clock Friday morn- 
ing the water was nearly ten feet high 



in the main

The flood was caused 
rainfall overflowing the Karitan 
river. The water in the Meadow- 
brook, about a quarter of a mile 
from the heart of Hound llrook over- 
flowed its banks. It swept on both 
sides of the central railrond bridge at 
that place. The water rose higher 
than the bridge and rushed along the 
tracks. 

The surrounding country for a quar- 
ter of a mile on each side of the heart 
of the village wa» Hooded. The three 
main blocks in the village were flooded 
with water, and while the citizens 
were trying to rescue men, women and 
children from houses that were in 
danger of being awept away by the 
flood a fire was discovered. 

The fire was first seen in the lumber 
yard of L L Cook A Co. An alarm 
was turned in, but the volunteer fire- 
men of Hound Brook thought more of 
human life than property, and they 
tent word to Somerville and Plain- 
field for assistance. Engines started 
from the two plaoes for Bouud lirook, 
bSit they had not got far outside the 
limits of their respective towns when 
they were forced to return on account 
of the roads being made impassable by 
the floods. No attention wai paid to 
flghtlnp; the fire by the residents of 
this village, and all of them directed 
their efforts toward rescuing those who 
were imprisoned in their houses by the 
flood. Row boats were secured and at- 
tempts made to take persons from the 
second story windows of their houses, 
bnt they could not be gotten out. 

The flood spread through blocks 
wide, and residents dared not go out, 
but remained in the upper part of their 
buildings.

These 
figures are 164,000,000 in excess of the 
estimate of the company which now 
holds a charter from Nicaragua 
to build the waterway. The board 
which made the investigation 
consisted of Lieut. Col. William Ed- 
low, of U. & A„ Merdeceau Endicott, 
civil engineer in the United States 
navy, and Alfred Noble, also a civil 
engineer. The board's report, which 
is included In 200 pages of type-writ- 
ten manuscript, was sent Friday by 
President Cleveland to the house. The 
board sailed from Mobile, Ala., in the 
United States steamer Montgomery on 
the 7th day of May last, arriving at 
Oreytown, Nicaragua, six days latei 
They returned in the Montgomery t 
New York on the 21st of th 
following July. On the day after thei 
arrival at Managua a speci 
was accorded them by President Ze- 
laya and cabinet, and they were grant- 
ed the free use of the state telegraph 
and of the government vessel on Lake 
Nicaragua. They were accompanied 
by the chief engineer and an assistant 
of the maritime company, through 
whose courtesy the work of investi- 
gation was greatly facilitated. 

The most serious problems affecting 
the design and construction of the 
canal system at the present time, the 

iport finds, are those involved in the
